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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the application filed April 19, 2001 . 

Priority 

2. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d) 
based upon an application filed in Japan on 12/28/98. A claim for priority under 35 

U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d) cannot be based on said application, since the United States application was 
filed more than twelve months thereafter. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to because of the following: a) it is not clear with the incorrect 
use of the colons what the reference characters have been used to designate (See Figures 1, 2, 6 
and 7); b) there is no description of Figures la, lb, 2a, 2b, 3a-e, 4a-e, 5a, 5b, 8a-d, 9a, 9b, 10a, 
10b, 12a, 12b, 13a-c, 18a, 18b, 19a, 19b, 22a-f in the brief description of the drawings (See Page 
57 and 58). A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be 
held in abeyance. 

4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: a) 321a and 321b (See 
Figure 3d); b) 808a and 808b (See Figure 8d); c) 902, 902a and 902b (See Figure 9b); d) 64 (See 
Figure 18b); and e) 85 (See Figure 21). A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

5. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to v^hich the claims are directed. 

6. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

7. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: a) the specification is 
not arranged properly; and b) incorrect headings. 

Appropriate correction is required.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

10. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Japan 
Patent Application (10-374878). 

The Japanese Patent Application discloses all of the limitations disclosed in 
claims 1-18. 

The MPEP § 2133.02, states that "Any invention described in a printed publication 
more than one year prior to the date of a patent application is prior art under Section 102(b), even 
if the printed publication was authored by the patent applicant." De Graffenried v. United 
States, 16 USPQ2d 1321, 1330 n.7 (CI. Ct. 1990). "Once an inventor has decided to lift the veil 
of secrecy from his [or her] work, he [or she] must choose between the protection of a federal 
patent, or the dedication of his [or her] idea to the public at large." Bonito Boats, Inc. v. 
Thunder Craft Boats, Inc., 489 U.S. 141, 148, 9 USPQ2d 1847, 1851 (1989). 
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Conclusion 

1 1 . The following prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: a) Yamazaki (U.S. Patent No. 5,315,132) discloses an insulated gate field 
effect transistor; b) Yamazaki (U.S. Patent No. 5,463,483) discloses an electro-optical device; c) 
Yamazaki et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,485,019) discloses a semiconductor device and method for 
forming the same; d) Yamazaki et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,485,019) discloses a semiconductor 
device and method for forming the same; e) Yamazaki et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,521,107) 
discloses a method for forming a field effect transistor; f) Someya et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,532,850) discloses a TFT active matrix liquid crystal display; g) Yamazaki et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 5,621,224) a semiconductor device including a silicon film having an irregular surface; and 
h) Zhang et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,646,424) discloses a transistor device employing 
crystallization catalyst.
